Reason gains a foothold 
n Gay Fights debate 


Albertans say it’s OK to be gay

t’s hard to believe it’s been a year since the Vriend Decision came 
down. On April 2, 1998, the Supreme Court of Canada ruled Alberta's 
failure to protect citizens from discrimination on the basis of sexual 
ientation violated the Charter of Rights and Freedoms. From all the 
ope of that day, however, this year has been difficult for many gays and 
sbians in Alberta. As deadline approached for this column, yet another 
blic opinion survey was released (this one by the Calgary Herald and 
e University of Calgary), using the question of human rights for gays 
d lesbians as a gauge of this province’s personality. As these surveys 
ontinue to appear, the stories of how discriminatory laws affect the real 
es of gays and lesbians are lost to rhetoric. 

I’m reminded of that old TV game show Family Feud. I half expect to 
nm on my TY d hear Richard Dawson announce that “One hundred 
eople surveyeu were asked in what ways gays and lesbians should be 
rrotected from discrimination. It’s your job to guess which hot-button 
ues made Albertans most uneasy. Jones family, you're up first!” 

It is profoundly unsettling to see the rights of your people decided on 
call-in polls. While it is encouraging that our government hears the 
nessage of these surveys, that 51 per cent of those surveyed support the 
bility for gays to marry, that 76 per cent support expanding human 
ghts protection to include sexual orientation, what is far more impor- 
t is that we as a society share the belief that the rights of a minority 
hould never be subject to the tyranny of the majority. 

The day of the Vriend decision is one I will always remember. With a 
ouple of days’ notice that the ruling was forthcoming, community 
rroups had passed on the word that a rally would be held at the Alberta 
egislature, no matter what the decision. I listened to the announcement 
m the radio that morning and was delighted to hear the Supreme Court 
lad ruled in Delwin Vriend’s favor, stating that there was no justifiable 
eason for Alberta to exclude gays and lesbians from human rights pro- 
ection. I don’t know if I have ever seen a people so hopeful as those who 
itended the rally that day. My photos of the event show friends embrac- 
hg, proud parents of gays and lesbians, the banners of progressive 
urches and so many supportive-allies, giddy with confidence and opti- 
ism about a new future in Alberta. 

And I can’t think of that day without that feeling of hope being over- 
adowed by the darkness of the backlash that followed. My city coun- 
illor received death threats. Every newspaper and broadcast featured 
omeone describing lesbians and gays as evil. Indeed, the backlash 
jecame so great that unlikely allies arose — one of the most surprising 
f which was Edmonton's Catholic Archdiocese, which made a public 
atement against the climate of intolerance in Alberta. 

In the weeks that followed the decision, I heard many people describ- 
g a real fear for their safety. At the same time, gays and lesbians were 
ed about as never before in the media in this province. And it is likely 
hat Albertans’ horror at their neighbors’ hate-filled rhetoric helped to 
ay their opinion of the worthiness of equality measures. Certainly 
people wanted to be on the side of progress on this issue and that 
being represented in the surveys that show broad support for the equal 
ghts of all Albertans. What I hope is that no group will have to wait for 
blic opinion to support them in order for the laws of their province to 
fer them equal support. Equality legislation exists to protect minority 
oups from the majority and should never be subject to the whims of a 
affling government, or the extent to which their issues are in vogue.

years. Two months after his 
release in 1975, Fruhbrodt arrived 
in Canada as a refugee with his 
wife and two children. 

Now, his family is joining mem- 
bers of Edmonton’s Chilean com- 
munity waiting to see if efforts by 
the Spanish government to try 
Pinochet on charges of murder 
and torture are successful. The 
Chilean community, says Fruh- 
brodt, needs the aging dictator to 
be held accountable for thousands 
of deaths they believe he is ulti- 
mately responsible for. Although 
Chile’s own government acknowl- 
edges the death or disappearance 
of some 3,500 of its citizens during 
the Pinochet era — which ran 
from his 1973 overthrow of then- 
president Dr. Salvadore Allende 
until 1990 — the United Nations 
estimates approximately 30,000 
people were killed under the dicta- 
tor’s regime. 

“The Chilean community is emo- 
tionally trying to forget a painful 
past,” Fruhbrodt said. “It was very 
painful for Chileans to elect a gov- 
ernment that suited part of the 
population but not others and 
because of that, people were tor- 
tured and killed.”

Melissa mutations could cause trouble

Chilean groups launch petition 


Jailed and tortured under Pinochet’s rule, city man wants justice 


to only have been tortured. He and 
two friends, all working for agri- 
cultural reform under deposed 
leader Allende, were arrested by 
soldiers after being caught hiding a 
radio transmitter the day Pino- 
chet’s coup began. His first five 
days in jail were spent in solitary 
confinement and, during the first 
months of his imprisonment, 
Fruhbrodt was tortured. 

Prison guards electrocuted him, 
forcing Fruhbrodt to clench a bare 
wire between his teeth; in other 
sessions, he says, things got worse. 

“When I broke down, they held 
off a bit. That’s what they want 
you to do, to break down, to admit 
you are a piece of shit — pardon 
my language.” 

Fruhbrodt says that because his 
father was politically connected, 
he got off easy. In Chile’s class- 
conscious society, the peasant 
farmers Fruhbrodt worked with 
suffered the most. 

“For me, (jail) was nothing com- 
pared to what other people went 
through. Today I fight for them, 
not for me.” 

That fight now includes circulat- 
ing a petition, as Chilean commu- 
nities across Canada are doing, 
asking Britain to extradite Pino- 
chet to Spain to stand trial. That 
depends in large part on Britain’s 
Home Secretary Jack Straw, who 
has until April 15 to issue a ruling 
on Pinochet's case.

The Melissa virus (so named because it refers to 
itself as such in its own program code) affects com- 
puters with Microsoft's Outlook e-mail program, MS 
Office 97 and 2000 — despite the fact the latter hasn’t 
been officially released. The virus arrives in e-mail, 
with a subject heading that reads “Important message 
from...” The body of the e-mail text reads: “Here is 
the document that you asked for — don't tell anyone 
else ;-)”. An attached file contains a program that 
installs itself then checks the computer's mailing list 
and automatically sends copies of itself to up to 50 
addresses on the list. 

Initial reports suggested the virus caused no dam- 
age to PCs but some analysts now believe it also 
adjusts security standards, suppressing the comput- 
er’s electronic immune system, making infection by 
other viruses more likely. The virus causes computer 
systems to crash by overloading e-mail systems.

SEE has learned the Alberta govern- 
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Edmonton's original songwriter gets his day

ver the past several weeks, musicians In 
[J zsecns and beyond have been asking 
themselves, “Is Mike McDonald sick? Has he 
died?” Edmonton songwriting icon McDonald, 
meanwhile, has been calmly sitting at his com- 
puter, answering e-mail requests for lyrics. 

“Oh, lyrics for old songs, but also some new 
ones,” McDonald said last weekend at the New 
City Likwid Lounge, before performing an 
opening set for The Fixin’s, a Victoria-based 
country schtick band fronted by Carolyn Mark. 

Mark is just one of several musicians who 
will take to the stage at the Sidetrack (10333 - 
112 St.) Thursday, April 8 for The Songs of Mike 
McDonald, a tribute concert featuring the work

of the former Jr. Gone Wild front man. Perform- 
ers, including Luann Kowalek, Steve Loree, 
Cory Danyluk, Ben Spencer and others, will 
play two McDonald songs each, with a backup 
band of former Jr. Gone Wild members Chris 
Smith, Larry Shelast and Dove Brown. 
McDonald, meanwhile, has been asked to put 
up his feet and enjoy the show. 

“People think you have to be sick or dead to 
be saluted,” said Ben Sures, the Winnipeg- 
based songwriter who conceived of the show. 
“But we don’t have to wait. We should cele- 
brate people when they’re still creative.” 

That didn’t stop Mark from being taken 
aback by the request to perform. “I thought he 
was dead or sick or something.” But then, the 
quirky Mark can’t necessarily always be taken 
at face value. After all, another claim of the 
flamboyant country belle is that McDonald was 
the sole reason for her switch between theatre 
student and rock 'n’ roll lifestyles. 

“I hold (McDonald) entirely responsible for 
the way I am.” 

Then again, Mark may be telling the truth. 
Other performers in The Songs of Mike 
McDonald offer similarly weighty credit. 

“As far as being a young guy starting out and 
playing music, seeing Mike was what made me 
want to get better and keep writing,” said 
Shuyler Jansen, co-songwriter with Edmonton’s 
Old Reliable and a performer next Thursday. 
“And I know he made a lot of other people pick 
up a guitar and stick with it, too.” 

Jansen first saw Jr. Gone Wild at age 13, 
when his older sister snuck him into a club. 
Mark has similar stories of catching the country 
punkers in their heyday in Victoria, when peo- 
ple were abuzz about “that band from Alberta.” 

Sures, on the other hand, claims he could 
never hear the words when he saw Jr. Gone

“He’s the original cowpunk. He’s 10 years 
ahead of his time,” said Sures, who will emcee 
the tribute gig. As such, Sures figures McDon- 
ald is sorely under-appreciated. Among inde- 
pendent music lovers, McDonald’s material — 
new and old — has the potential to attract 
many new fans. But here in Edmonton, some- 
times he’s taken for granted, Sures suggests. 

And on a big-business musical scale, the vol- 
ume of McDonald’s material and the quality of 
his songs could easily justify a publishing deal 
or record deal. “(Record companies) will pay 
attention to someone like Alannah Myles 
instead of paying attention to Mike McDonald,” 
Jansen said. “They'll spend $300,000 on a Kim 
Mitchell record but nothing on Mike 
McDonald.” 

But Jansen adds McDonald has made his 
mark despite all that, creating music with 
meaningful lyrics that stands far and above any 
hook-based pop available across the radio dial. 
And he will always be respected — by many if 
not all — for that. 

“I hear about these bands in Edmonton in the 
’bOs and the 60s, and that’s cool,” Jansen said. 
“But it seems like there was never a songwriter 
from Edmonton before Mike came along. 

“He’s the guy. And that’s pretty cool.”

deserves the label “superstar.” Legendary music vet- 

eran David Crosby is one of those rarities. 

Crosby, known as both rock’s favorite threat to 
society and the voice of the Woodstock generation, 
has been twice inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame, once as a member of seminal folk-rock band 
The Byrds and the second time as a member of har- 
mony supergroup Crosby, Still, Nash and Young. 

In Toronto during Canada Music Week, Crosby 
looked for all the world like Mr. Soul himself. 
Sporting long greying hair, a thick Walrus moustache, 
a twinkle in his eye and a disarming manner, he 
waxed exquisite about his productive career and tur- 
bulent personal life. 

The current buzz is, of course, the CSNY reunion 
tour and album. It started coming down when Crosby, 
Stills and Nash decided to re-band and record. Crosby 
maintains, “we picked up right where we left off . . . 
it’s just amazing! (humble guy that I am.)” And he 
explains Neil Young’s emergence simply: “Neil came 
in to play on a song of Steve's and, well, you know 
Neil — he’s all about the music. He doesn't give a rat’s 
ass about fame or money, just the music. So when 
Neil came in he liked the vibe, so he stayed.” 

The CSNY album, tentatively titled Heartland, will 
most likely be out on a Warner label in late spring. A 
stadium tour is in the works via Michael Cohl. 

All the while, Crosby's inherent sense of moral jus- 
tice has kept him deeply involved with political and 
environmental causes. Stand and Be Counted is 
another current project — a book and documentary 
film. The story chronicles the commitment and influ- 
ence of generations of his fellow activists, musicians 
who've donated not only money, but their time and 
art in support of peace and social justice. 

“I came in around the Vietnam War time, so it was a 
thrill to interview guys like Pete Seeger,” says Crosby. 

Many of the most influential folk and rock musi- 
cians of recent decades speak: Bob Dylan, Joan Baez, 
Elton John, Sting, Carole King, Don Henley, Shawn 
Colvin, Bonnie Raitt, Melissa Etheridge, Stephen 
Stills, Graham Nash and Neil Young. Actor/comics 
Robin Williams and Whoopi Goldberg will also appear

“I was in the hospital near dead and got a call say- 
ing, ‘this is Mr. and Mrs. Raymond and we want you to 
know we raised your son, James.’ Now, I knew there | 
had been a child born of a brief ’60’s relationship, but 
when I tried to find him they said you cannot look 
from the parent, it has to come from the child up. So 
when I was in the hospital, James and I met. Shortly 
after, he became a father, then my wife and I had our 
son, Django. 

“When I got out, I learned that James was a brilliant 
musician and had written for a lot of TV and film 
soundtracks. I had been working with a great guitarist 
named Jeff Pevar, so we formed CPR and put out an 
album” he says. “(It) was the most fun I'd had since 
Crosby, Still, Nash and Young.” 

Crosby speaks proudly of his and his friends’ 
accomplishments and disses the new manufactured 
acts. “You know something's wrong when a whiskey 
company owns a quarter of the world market... Most 
of these labels that are run by lawyers and accoun- 
tants . . . it’s like, ‘get me a blond singer, a hatchet- 
faced guitar player with a hat, a pound of bass player 
a pound of drummer’...

Wg wouldn't say it’s going to be

upstairs sister, which seats 394. 
And it is positively dwarfed by the 
527-seat Garneau Theatre, down 
the avenue and around the corner 
on 109 Street and owned by the 
same people, Edmonton-based 
Magic Lantern Theatres.

ever been located there has been a 
spacious manager's office. 

This time, though, the screen 
has become a reality. It opens 
Friday, April 2 with at least a 
week-long run of director Myles 
Berkowitz’s 20 Dates, while the 
Oscar-winning Life is Beautiful 
continues an unprecedented 
engagement upstairs. Ostapchuk 
says programming for the Princess 
II will consist of new films, as well 
as hold-overs that may not be fea- 
sible for Magic Lantern’s larger 
theatres, but could still draw suit- 
able crowds for the 93-seater.

gests. And during the annual festi- 
val, films could be screened in the 
basement after opening at the 
other theatres. 

“There’s so much product that I 
haven’t been able to show,” he 
said. “People are constantly phon- 
ing and saying, ‘oh, you just 
stopped showing this movie or 
that movie. I missed it.” 

Ostapchuk says Magic Lantern 
will probably hire between six and 
eight new employees to help run 
the Princess II.

he thundering fake-surf guitar heard underneath 
Te: opening scene of Lock, Stock and Two 

Smoking Barrels is your first clue that director 
Guy Ritchie has seen Pulp Fiction. It isn’t your last, 
or your tenth-last. But Ritchie’s a dazzling visual 
director and if a lot of his other ideas seem borrowed, 
there are a lot less stylish imitators out there. 

The plot’s nothing special, unless you like being 
confused. Four petty crooks lose in a card game and 
owe a gambling/smut boss half a million pounds. They 
make a plan to rob the drug dealer next door after he 
robs some incompetent pot growers. But those thefts 
bring down the wrath of a rival black dealer, and the 
climax is incredibly messy — and incredibly tidy. 

Any who’s-got-the-bag-of-money flick needs coinci- 
dence, but the schematic precision of how events 
unfold at the end blunts any sense of danger — you 
know our boys will get precisely what they deserve. 

That is, assuming you know what’s going on. 
Ritchie, who made his name in commercials, throws 
in every visual trick he’s got. This probably helps for a 
really cool 30-second spot for Adidas, but Ritchie isn’t 
good at helping you follow the story. Throughout, 
voice-overs were added out of necessity, one sus- 
pects, like the one scene with subtitles a la 
Trainspotting (it spares us some grief when one pub- 
goer orders the most “Ping-Pong tiddly in the nuclear 
sub”). Similar-looking characters, plus strong accents, 
plus rhyming slang, should add up to disaster. 

They don’t. Ritchie has added some of Quentin 
Tarantino’s best — notably a quirky, propulsive 
soundtrack and a willingness to keep some of the vio- 
lence off screen, and keeps you watching until things 
pick up near the end. And he delivers a conclusion 
that’s fun, satisfying and thorough, if pat. 

You may forget it soon after leaving, though. None 
of the four leads distinguish themselves, even from 
each other. This is the sort of movie that’s supposed
